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IN BEHRING SEA 


British Columbia Sealers Will 
Meet Yankee Cruisers With 
Shot and Shell. 


The Crews All Fully Armed and Pre- 
pared to Fight to Prevent 
Seizure. 


Spain’s New Cabinet—Political Tepics in 
England — Leader ‘tmith’s Successor—

VICTORIA, British Columbia, July 5.—Thne 
news telegraphed from Port Townsend that a 
special messenger from Washington with in- 
structions from the commanders of the United 
States cutters to proceed to sehring Sea and 
seize all vessels found with evidence of hav- 
ing been engaged in seal fisheries causes 
great indignation. At the same time comes 
the story that the British squadron has been 
ordered to rendezvous at Esqulmault. The 
latter story brings peace to the minds of some, 
but the majority of British Columbians 
believe that no matter whatacts of piracy 
may de committed by the Yankees the 
British warships will not interfere. It is 
known the crews ot all vessels proceeding to 
the sealing grounds are fully armed with a 
view of resisting seizure, but to-day a story 
leaked out that two clipper schooners are 
being secretly fitted outin Maple Bay, spec- 
lally to meet the Yankees. It is said these 
vessels will each cacry a heavy swivel besides 
two smaller guns, and disguised as sealers, 
will tempt seizure so as to bring on an en- 
counter. Regarding the story Capt. Scott, a 
veteran sealer said the report no doubt was 
true, but the matter had been kept secret. The 
skippers of two vessels in which ve was in- 
terested bad armed their crews and swore to 
go tothe bottom rather than to submit to 
seizure. 

THE CANADIAN SEALING FLEET. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 5.—The Canadian 
sealing fleet, now leaving for Behring’s Sea, 
is about the same as last season’s. The cele- 
brated schooners Black Diamond, Juauita 
and Mollie Adams, obtained leave from 
the authorities to change their names 
to Catherine, Mascot, and E. B. Marvin, 
respectively. Last season the number of 
seals caught by Canadian vesselsin Behring 
Sea Was 16,585, while the total catch was 29,- 
570, valued at about $300,000. The report that 
United States survevors have established 
the boundary line between Canada and Alaska, 
twenty-eight miles further east than it was 
supposed to be, is given no importance at the 
Geological Survey Department here, as the fix- 
ing of the boundary is an international matter, 
to be determined tothe satisfaction of both 
countries, or, failing in that, by arbitration, 
and has been under consideration by both 
countries. Against the conclusions of the 
United States Survey, Canada has the ob- 
servations of Wm. Offile, a Canadian survey 
party which explored the Yukon District in 
1888. 


British Political Topics. 


Loox, July 5.—Theapathy displayed by 
the Tories in Parliament, as explained by the 


| leaders of the party, ie due tothe fact that 


nearly one-third of them have no intention of 
seeking re-election, and are, therefore, in at- 
ferent to the needs of the party or the wishes 
of their constituents. This is particularly 
tree of many of the younger members, who, 
now that the novelty of their position has 
worn off, have become restive under the 
party lash and find it irksome to apply them- 
selves to the dry routine of politics. 

The retirement of Mr. Wm. Henry Smith 
from the Government leadership in the House 
of Commons and his elevation to the peerage 
are no longer matters of speculation and con- 
jecture. It is announced that the change will 
be made within avery short time, Mr. Smith 
assuming the title of Viscount Walton. The 
question of the succession to the leadership 
in the House is still debatable. if Lord Salis- 
bury can have his own way in the matter. Mr. 
Balfour will be assigned to the responsibie 
position, but there are others whose wishes 
must be consulted in the interest of harmony 
on the Government benches, which is 
especially desirable, not to say absolutely 
essential, just now, and the distinction may 
fall upon other shoulders. 

The miners’ candidate for the seat for Mid- 
Dunham, made vacant by the death of Mr. 
William Crawford a few days ago, is Mr. Wil- 
son, who is an ardent supporter of Mr. Glad- 
stone. It is probable that the Socialists will 
be induced to refrain from putting upa can- 
didate of their own, in which case 2 will 
support Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Michael Davitt’s new paper, the Weekly 
Labor World, willsehortly make its appearance. 
It is announced that the first number will 
contain extracts from the diary ofthe forger 
and perjurer, Piggott, which were suppressed 
during the trial before the Parnell Commis- 
son, and fresh and startling revelations 
touching the methods of the Times in its pur- 
suit of evidence against the Irish leader. 

The Telegraph says: We have heard the 
last of the suspension of billes for this session 
of Parliament.’’ The Times trusts that the 
Government will have the courage to perse- 
vere in its proposals despite the outcries of 
the factious opposition and the grumblings of 
afew conservatives. It urgesthe Govern- 
ment to drop the hopeless idea of passing the 
tithes bili. 

The Standardsays that the Government is 
justified in persevering en its course in re- 
gard to the suspension of the bills, but that 
the expealency of itis doubtful. It says that 
the matter will probably be dropped. It is 
rumored that the Radicals will attend no 
further sittings of the Proceedure Committee. 


The Anglo-Ven<«zacian Boundary. 


Loxnox, July 5.—An event hae just occurred 
in Demara which brings the Anglo-Venezue- 
lan boundary difficulty into special promi- 
nenee. It seems that Magistrate McLurk 
whose jurisdiction extends over the territory 
in dispute, haying been informed that there 
was a force of armed Venezueians in the 
Cuyuni district, sent a dispatch to Governor

The 
men were in straits for want of food and pro- 
ceeded to Kalacoon, where they were relieved 
by McLurk, who, however, seized their arms. 
This information having beén telegraphed to 
the Governor, the troops and police were or- 
dered back to barracks. 


Wrecked by a Swarm of Locusts. 


LONDON, 
venezuela, state that a fatal railroad accident 
has just been caused by lopusts on the line of 
the Central Railroad, twenty miles from the 
capital. It appears that am engine and gar had 
been dispatched to pick up the workmen em- 
ployed onthe eonstruction of this road and 
bring them to Caracas to receive their pay. 
When going down a steep grade they passed 
through a swarm of locusts on the road. The 
pests, as they were crushed by the wheels, 
formed an oily substance which made the 
tracksso slippery that the brakes could no 
longer hold the train to the metais, and the 
engine dashing down ata terrific speed, 
bounded from the line at a curveand ran into 
the side of a mountain. The driver 
and fireman jumped off, and in doing so 
sustained severe injuries. Another engine 
was telégraphed for from Caracas, and a fore- 
man and gang of men accompanied her with 
appliances to replace the runaway engine on 
the rains. At the same steep grade, however, 
engine No. 2 also came into collision with the 
locusts, this time with fatal results. The 
engineer lost control over his engine, and ss 
it dashed down the incline through a tunnel 
it left the rails at the same cnrve at which the 
first locomotive and car had come to grief, 
and telescoped them. 80 terribie was the 
collision that engines and car wers broken to 
pieces. Three men were killed and fifteen 
others seriously injured. The killed were 
buried on thespot. Among the wounded are 
the principal officers of the road. 


Dictator Blanco, 


Paris, July 5.—The present condition of 
| Venezuela satisfies all except those who de- 
posed Dictator Guzman Bianco. These gentry 
are continually circulating rumors that the 
‘*regenerator’’ is about to plunge the coun- 
try into acivil war, and they already show 
signs that they expect atmo distant day to en- 
joy the loaves and fishes of office under the 
patronage of E Jllustre Americano.’’ The 
level-headed business men of the country 
laugh such ideas to scorn. They do not de- 
sire to witness a repetion of the disgracefu! 
frauds by means ofwhich Guzman Blanco 
filled bis own pockets and those of his adher- 
rents and seriously damaged the credit of the 
country in the money markets of the world.

The 
President, the cabinet officials and the foreign 
ministers were represented. All the news- 
papers make references to the independence 
of the United States. El Nacional dedicates 
several columns to the subject.

tion. The Government has offered them a 
free passage. This is a serious thing for Brit- 
ish Guiana, as itstands Very much in need of 
such agriculturists.

BERLIN, July 5.—A short time ago the sum 
of 12,000 marks was stolen from five Chinese 
officers who are studying in Berlin. Every 
effort was made to detect the thief, but with 
out success, and the losers had about given 
up hope of recovering the money. The mat- 
ter was brought to the notice of the Emperor 
and he bas made good the loss to the officers 
from his personal funds.

Senhor Demetrio Ribiero, the first Republican 
Minister of Agriculture, who resigned his 
portfolio on account of the fuanvial schemes 
of Senbor Barbosa. 

It appears that on May 18 the clique, led by 
Senhor Ribiero, and composed of the ancient 
Republicans of Porto Alegre, determined to 
have a festa to commemorate abolition day, 
bat the acting governor evidently saw some 
hidden insult to himself in the proposed dem- 
onstration and consequently instructed the 
Chief’ of Police to see that no disturbance took 
place. The ancient Republicans were offend- 
ed thereat and not only bad a band of music 
in their club room, butan extra one was on 
duty at the door of the club A crowd was 
naturally attracted, which the police were or- 
dered to disperse. By accident or misunder- 
standing the police firedin the crowd, mor- 
tally wounding a Spaniard, breaking another 
citizen’s leg and injuring Senhor Barres Cas- 
sal, a leader of the ancient Republicans, and 
whose cane and person were somewhat dis- 
figured by a ball. 

The accounts agree that three of the six 
wounds inflicted on Senhor Cassal were from 
splinters of his cane. At this juncture the 
regular army came upon the scene. The 
cadets ofthe Military School are said to have 
placed artHlery in front ot the Vice-Gover- 
nor’s residence, and Gen. Bittencourt, the 
commander of the garrison, waited upon 
Senhor Silva Tavaros to inform him that the 
army and people were united and that he 
might cousider himself deposed. Senhor 
Tavaros promptly resigned in favor of Gen. 
Bittencourt, and the affair was settled. 

To-day we hearthatanew governor, Gen. 
Candido da Costa, has arrived at Rio Grands 
and that peace is restored. ‘The show on 
-Abotition Day was rather a ridicuious affair, 
but the local press is persuaded that Europe 
wae impressed by itand that to it is due a 
recently reported advance in Bragilian secur- 
ties in London.

A Little Lunch ata Railway Station Cost

On the evening of July 3, Mr. Joseph Levy 
arrived at the Southern Hotel, from New York 
Citv.

Mr. Levy at once tele- 
graphed to the next station, Informing the 
conductor that he would hold him responsibie 
for his baggage, there being $3,900 in cash in 
one of the pockets of his coat.

to Indianapolis and found his bvggage 
in the station. He had just time to catch the 
train for St. Louis, and boarded it without 
examining his effects.

DROWNED IN A DELUGE. 


THKER LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY DE- 
STROYED AT MILFORD, x. J. 


Great Damage Caused by «2 Cloud Burst 
The Accident at a Louisville & Southern 
Knilway Crossing—An Aronaut’s Fall- 
Burned en a Steamer—The Dock Gave 
Way—A Hall Lamp Explodes—A Day's 
Mishaps. 


MiILForp, N. J., July 5.—Yesterday after- 
noon there was a cloud-burst near this place 
and the rainfall continued for two hours, 
causing the creek that flows through the 
town to overflow the banks. The frame struct- 
ure belonging to Wm. Tests, a carpet manu 
facturer, was lifted from its foundation and 
borne down the creek agalnst the iron sus- 
pension bridge, which spans the stream at 
Bridge street, and both it and the bridge were 
completely destroyed. The ‘‘dam,’’ the prop- 
erty of W. & E. Thomas, flour millers, was 
also washed away. Three children of Wm. H. 
Slater, while attempting to reach the 
hill, were swept away by the current. 
The loss to live stock, buildings and 
crops, it is estimated, will reach 3100, 000. 
Thepoldest residents say that it was the great- 
est rain-fall they have ever seen. After the 
storm a farmer found that a culvert had been 
washed out and the tracks torn out within 100 
feet of where the Oswego express was 
wrecked a few vears ago, and several people 
kilied by a similar occurrence. The wan 
hastened up the track and flagged an ap- 


proaching train, which happened to be the 
same express that was wrecked before. The 
break was not repaired until late last night, 
but trains have made their usual trips by 
speedily improvised switches. 


An Aecrenaut’s Fall. 


BEARDSTOWN, III., July 5.—A grand Fourth 
of July celebration, in which almost the en- 
tire population took part, was held here yes- 
terday. One of the notable attractions ad 


vertised was the balloon ascension and para- 
chute jumpto be made by Samuel Black, a 
82 man of 22 and a native of Beardstown. 

‘he huge hot-air bag was inflated in the pres- 
ence of thousands and the crowd, growing 
impatient, yelled ‘*Let go“ before the 
aeronant was quite ready. He seized 
the ring, however, and went up withont 
taking off his outer clothing. The balloon 
rose swiftly until it was a couple of thousand 
feet up,when Black was seen making prepara- 
tlons to jump with the parachute. Something 
was wrong and the parachute would not drop. 
In another moment a flame of fire was seen 
bursting from the crown of the balioen. It 
began to drop rapidly and as it fell the 
fire cut the ropes holding the parachute, 
which was also ablaze, and Black was seen to 
drop like a shag while stil high in the air. 
His body was found in a field a wile and a 
half south of the town, horribly mangled. 
Nothing was left of the parachute or balloon 
but the ribs and a few ropes. Black's pareats 
witnessed the whole occurence,

Rules Governing the Re-Entry of Chinamen

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—The Republl- 
can members of the Conference Committee on 
the silver bill were in session to-day. It was 
the intention to hold a regular conference, 
but Representative Bland of the House Con- 
ferees and Senator Harris ofthe Senate con- 
ferecs were both absent. The principal 
topics diseussed, it is understood, was 
in regard to the amount of silver to be pur- 
chased monthly—whether it shall be 4,500,000 
ounces or $4,500,000 worth. The proposition 
to strike out the bullion redemption feature 
was also asubject of some discussion. No 
final decision on either point was arrived at 
when the meeting adjourned. It is expected

Re-Entry of Chinese, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Acting Secre- 
tary Batcheler bas issued the following in- 
structions in regardto the re-entry into the 
United States of Chinese persons after a visit 


to Chima, 

I. Chinamen who are laborers, are, under 
the exclusion act of Octoberl, 1888, absolutety 
debarred {rom landing in the United States 
unless it be for transit across United States 
territory under department regulations of 
July, September and December, 1889. 

2. Chinamen who are not laborers and who 
may have heretofore resided in the United 
States are not prevented by existing law or 
treaty from returning to the United States 
after visiting China or elsewhere. No certifi- 
cates or other papers, however, are 
issued elther by the department 
or by any of its subordinate 
officers to show that they are entitled to land 
in the United States; but it is suggested that 
such persons should before leaving the Unit- 
ead States provide themselves with such 
proofs of identity as may be deemed proper, 
showing tbat they have been residents of the 
United States and that they are not laborers, 
go that they can present the same to and be 
identified by the Collector of Customs at the 
pott where they may return, 

J. Chinese persons not laborers who may 
come tothe United States for the first time 
are only entitied to land upon compliance 
with sec. Lot the act of July 5, 1884, which 
prescribes that such persons ‘‘shall ob- 
tain the permission of and be identi- 
fed as 80 entitled by the Chinese 
Government or of such other foreign 
government, of which atthe time such Chi- 
nese persons shall be subject in such case to 
be evidenced by a certificate issued by such 
government, which certificate shall be in the 
Engiish language and shall show such per- 
mission with the name of the benefited per- 
son in his or her proper signature, etc. 


Claims to Citizenship Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 56,.—Assistant 
Attorney-General Shields of the Interior De- 
partment has rendered a decision inthe case 
of Glenn, Tucker and other persons 


whose claims for citizenship in the 
Choctaw Nation were rejected by 
the local Choctaw tribunal! organized for the 
purpose. They based their claim 
to citizenship upon the fact of their having 
Indlan blood and insisted that the claims 
were improperly rejected. The Assist- 
ant Attorney-General says In his 
opinion, among other things: It would 
soem reasonable that the predom!- 
nance of blood should determiue the race and 
the common law rule should prevail and the 
condition ofthe children follow that of the 
father. His opinion ise that the claims 
should be rejected.

FOR STEPPING ON HIS TOBS, 


The Reason Why John Simpson, a Colored 


Boy, Was Killed by an Unknowa Man. 


This morning John Simpson lies dead at the 
Morgue, while his unknown murderer ig at 
liberty. 

Simpson was a young colored by, only 19 
years old. He had been hunting ail day 
yesterday, and about 5 o'clock in 
the evening was returning to the 
city on a Frisco passenger train. The 
car was crowded with excursionists 
who had spent the day in the woods, and 
Simpson stood on the rear platform. At Ohel- 
tenbam the train pulled up suddenly and the 
colored boy lost his balance. in the endeayor 
to keep on his feet he trampled on the toes of 
a young white man who stood near the steps. 
The latter became terribly enraged at the uo- 
cident and before any of the bystanders real- 
ized what he was about pulled a pistol from 
his hip pocket, pressed thejweapon against 
Simpsons abdomen aud sent a Dail into his 
body. The colored boy fell on the platform 
unconscious. The train officials took him up 
and so far as they were able stanched the 
flow of blood. They then brought him tothe 
city and sent him to the City Hospital. Simp- 
son bied internally and died shortly after 
ll o’clock last night. Immediate! after 
doing the shooting the white man jumped 
down on the ground and ran up the track. 
He was followed by a younger man, who ap- 
peared to be his brother. Before the 
spectators could realize What had happened 
both of them had succeeded in making their 
escape. The murderer is described as bein 
about 20 years old, 5 feet 8 inches tail an 
weighing in the vicinity of #@ 140 
pounds. He wore nh straw bat 
and dark coat and pants. His companion re- 
sembled him very mucb, but was consider. 
ably slighter in build. The police have no 
other clue by which they can be traced. 
Simpson lived with his mother at 5351 Pattison 
avenue, Cheitenbam, and always Lore a good 
reputation. No time has been set for the in- 
quest in the case.

The Report of an Alliance Between the 
Atchison and Minneapolis Discredited. 


A report has been circulated infrailroad and 
milling circles that the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe had made arrangements with 


Peavy & Co., 1 large grain 
receiving firm of Minneapolis, Minn., 
by which special rates would be given that 
firm sufficiently low to enabie it to control the 
wheat crop of Kansas, and carry itto the 
Northwest. Inquiry among the millers and 
grain dealers of this city developed the fact 
that they were not inclined to attach any 
importance tothe rumor. George Bain said: 
[Ide whole thing looks like a mere adver- 
tisement for the firm in question. Minneapolis 
does not take any appreciadie amount of 
Kansas wheat and does not want it. 
The grain is of excellent quality, 
but is not Minnesota or Dakota 
wheat, andis not suitedtothe requirements 
of the Minneapolis trade. Here we have use 
for it, but there they have little or none. 
There is nothing whatever in the matter.’’ 

Alex H. Smith said: 1 don’t see what 
Minneapolis wants with Kansas wheat. 
More than that, it is practically 
certain thatthe Atchison willmake no rates 
that are disadvantageous to St. Louis. Since 
the purchase of the Frisco the Atchison bas 
become to all intents and purposes a St. Louis 
line. Its interests are identical with ours. 
and if any lowrates have been made tothe 
northwest we confidently expect that we will 
be given the benefit of an equally low tariff.’’ 

Many wheat receivers belleve that the re- 
port originated in Kansas City, and that the 
cause was the drift of grain from that market 
to St. Louls. Local dealers state that an un- 
usually large proportion of Kansas wheat has 
been shipped to St. Louis, and are inclined to 
believe that the Kansas City grain men are 
barking up the wrong tree.

EAST ST. LOUIS, 


City Marshal ef the Village of Brooklyn 
Dangereusly Wounded—Belleville News. 


William Carper, colored, City Marshal of 
Brooklyn, was dangerously wounded yester- 
day evening while trying to stop a crap game. 
The game was being played at a picnic, which 
was held by the colored people of Brooklyn, 


north of the Stock Yards. One of the piayers, 
the Marshal states, was a colored man nam 
Champion, who objected to his interference 
with the game. When the Marshal insisted 
upon the game being stopped Champion drew 
@ revolver and fired at him. The bhuliles struck 
him in the back near the right shoulder biade 
and lodged upder the bone. Carter was 
brought to the Kast 8t. Louis Police Station 
in a buggy, and was taken later to his home 
in Brooklyn, where he lies in a dangerous 
condition to-day. Champion left the picnic 
after the shooting and is still at large. 

Chief of Police Walsh ascertained yesterday 
thatthe horse und buggy found in the pos- 
session of thetwo men arrested on Tuesday 
wus stolen from the livery stable of George 
Cook on Pennsylvania street in Indianapolis, 
The men Who were arrested gave the names 
of H. C. Nelson and Frank Armstrong, but 
it appears that the latter is Ea 
Keeling, wellknown tothe Indianapolis po- 
lice. The other man’s real name is not Known, 
but he is supposed to hall from Terre Haute. 
Detective Splan arrived from Indianapolis 
last night and returned with the prisoners in 
charge. The clew that enabled Chief Walsh 
to find the owner of the stolen rig was 
obtained by chance. The men when arrested 
protesied vigorously against imprisonment 
and made dire threats of legal action against 
the Chiefand the city.

While Maj. elgel is a man of unques- 
tioned ~ ability and integrity, many of 
the enumerators were totally unadapted for 
the requirements of the work, and thousands 
of names have been omitted through their 
incompetency orindifference. Such enumer- 
ation must be disproved and condemned. A 
recount must be had.

This is the address of t Citizens’ Commit- 
tee to the people of St. Louis, and it will be 
well to heed it. St. Louis has suffered sorely 
at the hands of irresponsible men, who neg- 
lected their work or were incapable of per- 
forming their duties, who, after depriving St. 
Louis of the rank she should have held in 
the list of cities, spent their time in 
hoiding meetings to denounce everyone 
except themselves and to demand 
extra compensation for their ridiculous ef- 
forts. The harm that has been done St. Louis 
is great and during the next ten years it will 
be seen unless energetic and immediate steps 
are taken to correctthe wrong. Thereis not 
a business man in St. Louis who will not feel 
its effect; not a professional man who will 
not suffer from it. The absurd figures 
which have gone out to the worid 
will have their influence on people who con- 
template making their homes in St. Louis, 
particularly on capitalists who are seeking 
investments, and railroads. The enumerators 
have finished their farce, and happily the 
city Is rid of them, but their disastrous work 
has beea left behind them and it will remain 
for ten long years unless the citizens now 
unite with the committee in an effort to sweep 
itaway. 

GEN. NOBLE’S DISPOSITION. 

Gen. Noble has manifested his interest in 
St. Louis and her welfare. Evidently he seri-. 
ously wishes to order a new census for this 
city, but Gen. Noble is not free to act accord. 
ing to his desires. His duty in his bigh posi- 
tion compels him to act according to the evi- 
dence presented to him, and unless a formal 
showing of the absolute § incorrectness 
is presented to him he cannot 
conscientiously grant the order which he 
wishes to make and to which the city is 
really entitled. Gen. Noble has before him 
the schedule of the 6numerators, on the one 
hand, and on the other a plenty of circum- 
stantial proof of their in correctness. He has 
been shown that during the past ten years St. 
Louis has put up $114,000,000 werth of build- 
ings; that her water licenses have more than 
doubled; that her street car lines have 
necessarily been lengthened and new lines 
bullt; that the traffic over them ten years ago 
was trifling compared with what it is now,and 
other facts which compe! him to believe that 
the census is a false pretense, and that it does 
not show the inorease inthe city’s popula- 
tion. Thisis circumstantial. The schedules 
are direct evidence that St. Louis is mori- 
bund, and they must be opposed with direct 
evidence that St. Louis is alive, awake and 
growling ata steady, healthy rate. 

THE ONLY CHANCE. 

The fact that other cities are increasing their 
population by annexing neighboring cities, 
viliages and farms hus nothing to do with St. 
Louls. They may by this means take the 
place to whieh St. Louis is justiy entitled, but 
thatisall the more a reason why St. Louis 
should be active and energetic in showing 
what her real and legitimate growth 
has deen. Nor should the oppos!i- 
tion of the Supervisor to a recount 
haveanyefiect. Naturally he dofends his 
own count and the work of his own enum- 
erators, bnt he will not go so far as to say 
that the census is correct; his most powerful 
defense isthatitisas nearly correct as the 
census of any other city. Thatis not what St. 
Louis wants. She,wantsa census as correct 
as human endeavors can make it 
and there Is only one way to get it. Fil 
out the coupon and send it to the 
Secretary of the Census Committee. Securea 
list of at least a thousand names aud let that 
go forward within « week to Gen. Noble. If 
this is done, if 1,000 omitted names are 
promptly furnished him, he willorder are- 
count and the city will have a chance to right 
the wrong that has been done ber, but this is 
the only way.

Maj. Pond Tells Something About the Man 
Who Isthe Lion of England. 


From the New York Sun. 

Stanley will be married July 10,“ said Maj. 
Pond, ‘‘and his honeymoon is to be spent in 
the Highiands of Scotland, and perhaps the 
North of England. Iinferred from what he 
said to me that he would be in the saddle a 


good deal. ‘Iam going north,’ said he, ‘after 
the 10th, but not to leave the island.’ i wasa 
— at a dinner to which Stanley and Miss 

ennant were to have come, but Mr. Stanley 
wrote that at the last moment an unexpected 
dall out ot town necessitated their absence. 
His hair is gray, not white now, 
and he weighs, Ishouild say, from. 160to 170 
pounds, o isn’t a tall man, not more than 5 
feet 8 inches in height. At the Stanley dinner 
Theodore Parker, the famous London preach- 
er, Came up to me and said, omy nd, I 
wish you would introduce me to Stanley.’ ‘I 
will not have to go far to do that, said 1, 
the gentleman with whom Ihave just been 
talking is the man himself.’ ‘No, no,’ said 
I arke1, ‘that can't be; why, that is a smali 
man! Stanley must be a great big fellow.’ I 
wouldn't be surprised if on his wedding tour 
he should do a do bit of writing. 

Sorgt. Parks of the army, one of Stanley’s 
now famous quartette of companions, isa 
great social lion in London now. He isa man 
ot une family and presence, and would, l im- 
agine, create something of a sensation were 
he to come to New York. Some week or two 
ago he said to me: ‘I consider Staniey an ab- 
solutely trustworthy man. Asa writer be bas 
the power of putting facts as they are, not as 
he sees thera. He is an intensely earnest, 
always industrious man. As,soon as he gets 
into camp and into his tent he goes at once to 
writing, describing his surroundings and the 
events and scenés of the day just past.’ 

„It is that habit of hie, continued Maj. 
Pond, which explalus the straightforw 
ness and accuracy of his descriptions. E. J. 
Glave, who went up the Congo with him when 
Stanley set out to organize the Free State, was 
thrown constantly with him on the voyage. 
He would stand up by the rail or bulwarks of 
the steamer, Glave said to me, paper and 
pencil in hand, and busy himself constantly 
with jotting down outlines and bits of narra- 
tive about the scenery through which we 
pussed. Socarefully was this done, though 
his companions searcely realized it at the 
time, that in reading Stanley’s book after- 
ward Glave recognized from the explorer’s 
words the trends of the river and the objects 
on its banks observed by Stanley and himself 
so long before.’’ 

Pond, it Seems, khew Stanley before he 
came East, when the [nture explorer was a 
reporter on the St. Louis Democrat and the 
future iyceum alrector was living in Wiscon- 
sin. Pond, who bad beeninthe army, used 
to go to St. Louis often and when Stanley first 
wentto Europe for the Herald, about 1867, 
considerable surprise was expressed in St. 
Louis Ly some of those who had known Stan- 
ley that he should have succeeded in a mission 
for which they bad hardiy supposed him 
fitted. Stanley, in those days, was a smooth- 
fuccd, black-haired, rather stout young man, 
not positively good-looking and devoted to 
„his own business. When he was wanted todo 
anything he was always relied on and always 
proved trustworthy. He never had any 
Other engagement. His mode of lte was 
as economical as quiet; no one, in fact, knew 
where be lived, 

A former Cincinnatian told me soon after 
Stanley’s first return from Africa,’’ Maj. Pond 
says, that before he started on that haz- 
ardous expedition Stanley was affianced to 
Mies Alice Pike, daughter of Samuel N. Pike, 
the rich old Cincinnatian who bulit the Grand 
Opera-house there on Fourth street. He said 
ic was after her that Staniey’s boat was named 
the Lady Alice. The story was, as has been 
related, that not hearing from her lover Miss 
Pike married another. I know personally 
nothing about the truth ofthe story. But I do 
know that Miss Tennant, whom he is soon to 
wed, is a lovely and highly accomplished 
woman, who 1s very popular in London. 
„At my firstinterview with Stanley in his 
home, 34 De Vere Gurdens, he asked me par- 
ticularly about hig American friends, Col. 
Thomas R. Knox ofthe Lotos Club and Marr 
Twain, who had introduced him to the audi- 
ence before which Stanley lectured in Bos- 
ton. Hespokeof how happily Henry Ward 
Beecher bad introduced him here, and said: 
‘So our friend, Mr. Beecher is gone!’ He 
seems to be a mac absolutely without imagi- 
nations, and heis reticent inthe expression 
of his opinions unless an issue confronts 
him. 

‘*Stanley doesn’t seem in the least to have 
got what we call the ‘big head’ from the uni- 
versal respect and admiration shown him 
abroad. is apartments fairly swarm with 
caskets, boxes, vases, chains, orders, and 
ornaments of gold, silver and diamonds, 
which have been given him. I forgot to tell 
you, by the way, that when Theodore Parker 
spoke as he did about him to me at the Stanley 
dinner, the explorer overheard him, and, ad- 
vancing toward Parker, reached out his hand 
and said: I am very glad to meet you, Mr. 
Parker, and am gratified that so eloquent a 
man should have expressed a desire to be in- 
troduced tome.’ Aso matter of factI hadn’t 
introduced Mr. Parker; Stanley had simply 
overheard his remark about Stanley's size 
and bad at once and tactfully smoothed mat- 
ters over. 

‘*Stanley’s easy, deliberate manner reminds 

one ot Grant. After he returned from Alder- 
shot, where he had gone to visit the graves of 
former comrades in his explorations, he asked 
me to meet him at his rooms one day. 
Pond,’ said he, ‘I ama busy man; 1 
married on the loth of July. I then 
engagements until the 25th of Oetober, when 
Iam to receive the degree of LL.D. at Cam- 
bridge.

A literal translation comes very nearly up to 
the rhyme and meter of the Latin. Oh, 
Lord God, I have hoped in Thee! Ob, my 
dear Jesus, now liberate me; ina hard chain, 
in a wretched (or bitter) punishment, | yearn 
for Thee; in languishing, groaning and bend- 
ing the knee, I adore, I implore that you lib- 
erate me. The first and last couplets posi- 
tively translate and rhyme themselves, in 
good measure, too, so that it would seem the 
easiest thing in the world to make the middle 
line dt into the meter with a good rhyme. 
But nobody has done it without distorting it 
more or less. The Boston Transcript comes 
close with this transiation: 

O Heavenly Father, my trust is in Thee! 

© Cearest Lord Jesus, now liberate me! 

A captive in chains, racked by misery’s pains, do 1 
languish for Thee! 

With sorrowful feeling, I, most humbly kneeling, 

Adore Thee! implore Thee to liberate me! 

It misses at several points, as the reader will 
see by comparing it with the literal transia- 
tion above. Swinburne does worse. His 
„Jesu, my dearest one, and ‘‘Bowed down 
as dying,’’ are as bad as they can be. 

O Lord, my God, 

I have trusted in Thee! 
O Jesu, my dearest one, 

Now set me free! 

In prison’s oppression, 
In sorrow’s possession, 

I weary for Thee! 
With sighing and crying, 
Bowed down as dying. 

Iadore Thee, l implore Thee, 

Set me free! 

The nearer the original rhyme comes to 
translating and measuring itself, the harder 
it seerns to be to make a complete translation 
that will be correct in sense and sound. sir 
Waiter Scott could not translate tne Dias 
Irae,’’ and nobody bas or ever can, in the 
same measure and rhyme and wonderful con- 
ciseness. The English language won't fit the 
Latin at all, and won't even cover it without 
some folds and wrinkles. The Latin had no 
‘*articles’’ and used no propositions or auxil- 
jary verbs in a good many cases where we 
must, and that makes an English fit to Latin 
rbyme hard to manage.

RULES CLOSELY OBSERVED BY THE VERY 
SWELL PEOPLE, 


Small and Aquare Is the Edict of Fashion 
for Visiting Cards—Hew They shoulda 
Leok aad How They Sheuld Be Used—The 
Ktiquette of Visiting—Returning Calis, 
Etec.

Gallium, a Metal That Makes Geld Seem 
Worthless. 


From the New york Morning Journal, 

Probably ninety-nine persons in 100 it asked 
to name the most precious metals would men- 
tion gold firss, platinum second and silver 
third. A few might add nickel and 
aluminum tothe list. Let us see how near 


the truth they would be. 
Gold is worth about $240 per pound, troy; 


platinum, $130, and silver about $12. Nickel 
is quoted at about 60 cents and pure aluminum 
at to $9 per troy pound. Now ecompare 
these prices with those of the rarerand less 
well-known metals. 

Taking them in alphabetical order, barium 
sells for $975 a pound, when itis sold at all, 
and caicium is worth $1, u pound. Cerium 
is a shade higber—its cost is $160 an ounce, or 
$1,920 a pound. ese Leyin to look like 
fabulous prices, Dut they do not reach the 
highest point: ohronlum brings $200, corbalt 
falls to about half the price of silver, while 
didymium isthe same price as cerium, and 
erbium 810 cheaper on the ounce than cal- 
cium, or just $1,008 per pouna, 

The wealth otthe Vanderbilts amounts to 
nearly $200,000. With this sum they could 

urchase 812 tons Of gold and have something 
oft over, but they COUldn’t buy two tons e 
gallium, that rare metal being worth $8,250

AT THE GRAND PRIX. 


LUCY HOOPER’S DESCRIPTION OF THE 
GREAT RACE DAY IN PARIS. 


The Scene on the Read and on the Track— 
Striking Costumes, With Yellow Predom.- 
inant — The Return and the Police 
Regulations Which It Made Necessary— 
Americans Who Were in Attendance. 


Epecial Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
ARIS, June 18.— 
Pon. the Derby 
Day in England, 
the anniversary of 
the Grand Prix de 
Paris was every- 
thing that it ought 
to have been in 
point of weather. 
To be sure a 
cloudy dawn and a 
ebill wind, with a 
promise of rain in 
its damp coolness, 
struck terror to 
the hearts of the 
pleasure seekers 
of the day, es- 
pecially those of 
the feminine gen- 
der. Last year the fair attendants upon the 
great race, alarmed by the cold rains of pre- 
ceding seasons, had made but scant 
preparations in the way of toilette. 
But the exceptional good fortune of the great 
exhibition extended to all atmospherical de- 
taille. There never was a rainy night to put 
out any of the special illuminations or a 
windy one to blow out apnvof the lights, and 
so the Grand Prix day of 1889 was favored with 
unusually pleasant weather, So the Parisian 
belles took heart of grace and ordered pretty 
dresses this year and bewitching hats,and did 
their best to look as elegant as posible. To 
be sure the day of gorgeous dressing at 
the races is past and over. In the heyday of 
the Second Empire toilettes of the costliest 
point lace or in the delicate and vaporous 
black lace, the real Chantilly, were worn 
made up over the palest blue or pink or yel- 
low silks or satins, and were trailed un- 
flinchingly by their wearers over the dew-wet 
grassor dusty paths. Ten years ago the race 
tollettes were all in Pekin silks of the palest 
possible hues, or in delicate tinted crepe de 
Chine, or hand embroidered gauzes. 
In fact, 4 dress for the Grand 


Prix in that epoch was simply 
avery elegant ball diess or dinner dress, 
made witha high corsage and long sleeves. 
The Empress Eugenie, it is true, tried to seta 
more sensible fashion by appearing at the 
Grand Prix of 1870, the last appearance in 
public ever made in Paris by the imperial 
family, ina simple pongee costume with a 
straw bonnet trimmed and tied with blue rib- 
bons. But Fashion, like an unruly steed, will 
notalways obey the direction of its accus- 
tomed leader, and it was many a long year 
later before the Parisian ladies chose to goto 
the great race in anything like sensible out- 
door dresses. 
WILD HEADGEAR. 

I think that La Mode has taken her revenge 
this yeur for the simplicity of gowns by going 
quite wild inthe matter of headgear. Such 
fantastic hats and bonnets, and esneoially the 
former, have never yet been seen on feminine 
heads. ‘The little capotes, circling the tresses 
ofthe wearer witha close-fitiing wreath of 
flowers or with bands in gold or silver filigree 
set with imitation jewels, are at least becom- 
ing and picturesque.But what are we to say to 
bats with brims as broad as tea-trays, loaded 
with flowers or nodding with a forest of 
ostrich tips in varied colors, or adorned in 
fact in any extraordinary way that the caprice 
ofthe wearer or the invention of the milliner 
may suggest? One of these hats with an 
enormous brim was in dark blue straw. nearly 
covered with the wings ofthe pink flamingo 
(which are of pale coral-red), put on perfect- 
ly flat and with a high standing pair of loops 
in sapphire blue velvet set between them 
just in front.

HUMAN OsTRICHEsS. J 


Men Who Can Eat More Ihan a Mastoden 
and Drink More Than a Fish. 


From the New York Morning Journal. 

One of the martyrs to the accomplishment 
of a wager is the late Mr. Homer E. Newton of 
the little village of Richfield near Akron, O. 


Mr. Newton was a very rich man and an im- 
porter and breeder of fine cattle. Despite his 
abundant weaith he had an ambition to do 
something out of the ordinary. So he laid a 
wager that he could eat twenty-six hard- 
boiled eggs. 

His friends of the village assembled to see 
the local magnate attempt this almost in- 
credible feat. The eggs were brought in. 
The eggs had been bolled so long that every- 
one of them was as hard as anew Brother- 
hood base ball. Mr. Newton attacked and 
vanguished one egg after another until he 
had conquered the entire twenty-six. He re- 
ceived the plaudits of his friends with a 
smile of satisfaction and felt like a happy 
man. 

The villagers were so delighted by this ex- 
traordinary feat that they thought of running 
Mr. Newton for Congress. 

About three hours later Mr. Newton began 
to feel something hard on his stomach. is 
situation was analogous to that of an ostrich 
which had picked up twenty-six stones in the 
desert and swallowed them. He soon became 
very ill anda physician was summoned, 

As each egg weighs two ounces, Nr. Newton 
had eaten fifty-two ounces of hard-bolied 
As each egg is equal in nutriment to 
four ounces of meat, he had consumed the 
equivalent of 104 ounces, or six pounds and 
one-balf of beefsteak. 

Physicians labored with him. Their science 
wasinvain. He lingered three weeks in ex- 
treme pain and then died—a victim of hard- 
dolled eggs. 

His funeral was largely attended, the entire 
village turning out to do him honor. The sale 
of eggs was suspended at the village stores 
for three days. The village Council even 
talked of passing a local ordinance probibit- 
ing the sale of eggs. 

Yet Mr. Newton, though he made a gallant 
effort, did not reach the highest possibilities 
in eating hard-boiled eggs. He died without 
breaking the record, : 

The champion hard-boiled egg-eater of the 
world is Mr. Louis Ledger of New York. That 
dyspepsia-defying young man has eaten 
thirty hard-boiled eggs in fifteen minutes. 
This triumph of appetite over hard-boiled 
eggs was won at a contest in the Bowery. 

Half an hour after Mr. Ledger had finished 
the thirtieth hard-bolled egy he walked into a 
restaurantand complained of being hungry. 
He had consumed sixty ounces of eggs or the 
equivalent of seven and a half pounds of beef- 
steak in a quarter of an hour, and half an 
nour later he wanted coffee and squabs on 
toast. 

FORTY PIES IN ONE HOUR. 

A close rival of Ledger is Absalom Green, a 
negro deacon of Charleston, 8. C. He ate 
forty ples in one hour. The contest was for a 
wager. The pies were mince, peach, apple 
and pumpkin. 

Deacon Green had a big contract on his 
hands when he undertook to eat the forty 
ple, but he was equal to the emergency. As 
ple after pie disappeared he rose to the full 
height of the occasion and did not stop till he 
had polished off the tortieth pie. Then he 
asked for an oyster ple fur a nightcap. 

Of course the pies were not old-fashioned 
farm pies, two feet acrossand from two to 
three inches thick, but each was a fair-sized 
city pie. Deacon Green experienced no dis- 
comfort from his meal and had a good appe- 
tite for breakfast next morning.

DRESSED BEEF AND INTOXICANTS. 

The Senate passed the Wilson bill, pur- 
porting to exempt intoxicativg liquors 
from the operation of the Federal law of 
interstate commerce and making im- 
ported liquors subject by consent of Con- 
gress to State law. The Republican Con- 
vention of Pennsylvania demanded that 
oleomargarine, as well as liquors, shall 
be included in this legislation, and a sim- 
ilar demand with reference to dressed 
beef may be expected from the States 
that have in vain tried to stop the sale of 
any dressed beef imported from other 
States. To meet all these demands the 
House Judiciary Committee, with ADAMS 
of Chicago alone objecting, reported the 
following substitute for the Wilson bill: 

That whenever any article of commerce is 
imported into any State from any other State, 
territory or foreign nation, and there held or 
offered for sale, the same shall then be sub- 
ject to the laws of such State; provided, that 
no discrimination shail be made by any State 
iu favor ofits citizens against those of other 
States in respect to the sale of any article of 
commerce, nor in favor of its own products 
against those of like character produced in 
other States; norshall the transportation of 
commerce through any State be obstructed 
exceptin the necessary enforcement of the 
health laws of such State. : 

The proviso is evidently inserted to pre- 
vent States from prohibiting the impor- 
tation of dressed beef. But ADAms of 
Chicago is not satisfied with it. He is 
not sure that the courts would find the 
forbidden discrimination in a State 
law requiring only that imported beef 
shall come into the State alive and be 
inspected on foot before slaughter. He is 
afraid that this bill will greatly and 
dangerously enlarge the power of indi- 
vidual States over interstate commerce, 

But there is absolutely nothing in this 
bill which can validate any State law de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. Any State law amounting to a 
regulation of interstate commerce will 
still be unconstitutional, any act of Con- 
gress to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Any article of commerce imported into 
“any State and there held or offered for 
“sale’’ is now subject to the laws of such 


toa regulation of interstate commerce. 
The Supreme Court has never said any- 
thing to the contrary and we see nothing 
in this bill that can affect the decisions of 
the Supreme Court on the subject.

The reports which should have been attend- 
ed to on last Thursday were all in to-day, and 
willbe turned over by Supt. Brown. Notice 
will be sent to each contractor reported by the 
inspectors requesting them to comply with 
the terms oftheir contracts or else show good 
cause fortheirfailure. Thechances are that 
the contractors will ignore these notices, as 
they have all others, and make no additional 
efforts in the direction required. If this is the 
case, there willbe some more contracts can- 
celled by the board on next Tuesday. 
The Intention of the Street Department is to 
stop all shirking and half-way work and com- 
pel the contractors to do the work as it should 
be done. 

Supt. Brown said to-day: Iam just shap- 
ing up the reports of the inspectors.

The Spirit of Repentance Seizes the Father 
and He Wishes to Atone for Mis Neglect 
in the Past—Dismissed a Bill for Main- 
tenance—A Change of Venue Granted in 
a Damage Suit—Legal Notes and News.

It is said 
that he has selected the man who 
is to take charge of it and he is now engaged 
in collecting the instrumenta necessary to 
make the observations. Mr. Klemm does not 
expect to have the finest lustruments at first, 
for they are very expensive, but he will grad- 
ually improve them as the opportunity occurs 
until the station is thoroughly equipped. The 
site has been carefuily examined by Sergt. 
Hammon of the Signal Service, who pronoun- 
ces the location perfect. 

Commissioner Kiemm and Sergt. Hammon 
of the Signal Service bave conferred together 
concerning the Forest Park station, and a few 
days ago they visited the park together to ex- 
amine the site. Speaking of the station, 
Sergt. Hamuoon sald: ‘‘Aside from the inter- 
est it will add to the park, it will be very val- 
uabie, for certain observations can be made 
there more accurately than at our station, and 
others they oan make which we cannot make 
atall. Take the thermometer, for example. 
W hat we try to vetisthe temperature of the 
air as it is beated by the sun’s rays; not 
the temperature of the sun’s rays or 
the temperature of the air plus the 
reflected heatfrom buildings and sidewalks. 
We now havea shelter for the thermometer, 
which, after ten years of experimenting, the 
Signal Service has adopted as the best that 
can be obtained. It is raised ten feet above 
the roof of the Custom-house and has a 
double roof, a heavy bottom and on the sides 
slats which overlap each other. When the 
thermometer was exposed on the north side 
of the dome the readings were too high. The 
hotair came up from the court in the center 
of the buliding, the sun’s rays struck the 
dome and were conveyed by the tron, 
which is a good conductor, right down to the 
thermometer. Wood is a poor conductor, 
and bulit as the present shelter is we think it 
keeps away as much reflected heat as : 
sible, stilllhave no doubt that the readings 
are slightly higher than the true temperature 
ofthe air. The best exposure is made several 
feet above live sod, 
and their leavea, and that exposure 
can be obtainabie at Forest Park. I would 
consider it an ideal exposure. We had a sta- 
tion. there fora year or two, you know, and 
the result of that test showed a difference 
between the observations taken there and 
those of the city station. The difference is 
only slight, but the Forest Fark reading we 
will de sure ia correct. There will no 
difference between their barometer and ours, 

Some observations they can make which 
we cannot make at all. For instance can 
measure the ozone in the air. What is «zone? 
It is a pecullar molecule anda peculiar com- 
bination of molecules. At least that is what 
it is supposed to be. It is not thoroughly 
understood, but it is the ozone which gives the 
country air its freshness. There ts none of itin 
the city air, so, of course, no observations 
can made here. The station at

‘Hie Discusses His Weight and Talks Enter- 
taimingly About Himself and Other 
Pighters—The Browns Have a Game For- 
felted to Tnem—Base Ball, Racing and

The people who saw Jack Dempsey in tights 
at. Brotherhood Park yesterday afternoon 
were surprised at the smaliness of the man’s 
physiaue, and yet he had on an extra pair of 
heavy tights under those dark blue Jerseys in 
which he appeared. The Nonpariel““ 
is certainly one of the most 
Geceptive looking fighters before the 
public. He ie of siender build, and though 
Symmetrically proportioned, does not appear 
to possess any particular strength His shoul- 
Gers alone indicate power. They are square 
and broad, though by no means massive. 
Hie chest is not particularly deep, but is quite 
long. Hu lege are small, but well propor- 
tioned and so are his arms. In fact 
one wonders how 80 small an 
arm is capable of hitting 80 
hard a dbilow as he must strike 
to have won the number of fights he has. 
Still Dempsey rarely hits a knock-out blow. 
He starts in punishing his manand finishes 
him gradually, His long chest giv- 
ing him the wonderful endurance 
for which he is 80 noted. 
He always shows to best advantage in a long 
fight. Dempsey’s hands are remarkably smal) 
and are wellformed. They do not look like 
the hands of a man who ever did hard 
work, yet he worked for years at 


the cooper’s bench before entering the prize 
ring professionally, and those small hands 
are powers ina bare knuckie encounter. It 
is a motorious fact that the Noupariel 
is a better man with his bare 
fiste than with the gloves and those small 
hands are capable of standing what few of the 
massive bands of other fighters could last 
through. Dempsey’s feet are also small 
and well formed, He hangs his head 
slightly to one side and looks rather sleepy 
and siow, and he is hard of hearing. When 
he puteup his hands to oper, however, his 
whole manner changes. is head goes up 
and he eeems all life and anima- 
tion. While his frame is slender 
he has a lithe, willowy way of carrying him- 
self which impresses one that there is a great 
deal of force in that small body. His 
attigude in sparring is very pretty 
an he is quick as a flash and 
graceful in all bis movements. Dempsey 
weighs at the present time 146 or 147 pounds 
stripped.

OBJECT TO RELIGIOUS MEETINGS. 


A Petition Presented to the en Request- 
ing Him te Revoke the Perm Given to 
Mrs. Maria Weodworth to Hold Revivals 
onthe Site of Unien Park—The Attend- 
ants Said to Disturb the Peace and Iojure 
Good Morals. 


A petition signed by about 109 citizens living 
In the vicinity of Cass and Jefferson avenues 
was sent to the Mayor’s office to-day protest- 
ing against the meetings held by Mrs. Wood- 
worth atthe old Union Park. The petitioa 
read as follows: 

THE COMPLAINT. 
Hon. F. A. Nognan, Mayor: 


We, a — of the residents adjoing the 
lot formerly the Union Base Ball Park, on 
Jefferson and Cass avenues, respectfully 
petition your Honor to revoke the permit 
issued to Mrs. Woodworth to conduct a camp 
meeting cn said lot. Her meetings are at- 
tended dy a class of people who are a detri- 
ment to the peace and morals of the 
entire neighborhood. Prior to her com- 
ing one police officer patrolled flfteen 
blocks and did not have a case 
in court for disturbing the peace for months; 
now it requires six or seven Officers to keep 
the peace during the time her meetings are in 
progress. ' 

We trust your Honor will revoke the permit 
giving Mrs. Woodworth permission to preach 
in said lot, and end an unbearable nuisance. 
The profaneand obscene language used by 
male and female going to and coming from 
her meetings is terrible. We hope your Honor 
will give this his earliest attention. 

WHAT THE MAYOR WILL DO. 

Mayor Noonan was asked What action he 
would take upon the matterjandjsaid: ‘‘I donot 
think that I have any right to interfere with 
a religious meeting, and if those conducting 
the mesting are behaving them- 
selves one cannot interfere. If those attend- 
ing the meeting do not behave themselves we 
will have to send more police there to make 
them doso.

Baker end that 
they were going to hold a meeting in regard 
to it, but Idon’t believe that anything like 
what was reputed occurred. I knew Bro. 
Baker quite well, and think that he is alt 
right, if he complies with the rules of the

Mrs. Woodworth said that she was sure 
Bro. Crafton never used such language 
and that she did not think that Bro. Hyde 
bad engaged in any row, because he was a 
one-legged man. She said Bro. Darragh 
was one of the pillars of the church and she 
did not believe that he was jealous.

A SAMPLE GERMAN DUEL. 


HOW A VANDALIA MAN FOUGHT A FRAN- 
CONIA MAN AND WAS BEATEN. 


Representatives of Two Crack Societies at 
Heidelberg Fight for Fun—Twenty- Three 
Duels Near Baden Baden in One Day— 
An Eye-Witness Describes a Bloody 
Affair at the Great.German University, 


HE American tourist 
who ‘‘does’’ Ger- 
many for the first 
time and whospends 
a few days in some 
university town— 
Heidelburg, Bonn, 
Jena, for instance— 
is much surprised, 
not to say uwed, at 
the picturesque ap- 
pearance of the corps 
students. A group 
of corps students is 
very interesting to 
look at. Some of them wear the cerevis 
kappe, ora small, brimless cap, not unlike 
the fatigue cap In the English army. It bears 
to the size ot the head about the same pro- 
portion that a thimble does to a billiard ball. 
It is richly embroidered with silver leaves and 
the monogram of the society to which 
the bearer belongs. A more subdued style ot 
cap, somewhat resembling that of our Salva- 
tion Army, igalso worn. The caps display the 
combination of three colors, which distinguish 
the particular society or corps to which the 
wearer belongs. These tricolors may be blue, 
gold, black, or black, red, gold, orred, white 
and black, or any other combination of col- 
ors, says Allen E. Sweet in the New York Her- 
ald. 

Frequently the coat of the student is braided 
in front and high boots Incase the lower ex- 
tremities. He is usually accompanied by a 
large dog. Across his breast, from right to 
left, is the tricolored ribbon of his society, on 
which are emblezoned by crossed swords and 
hieroglyphics the various duels in which he 
bas participated. The names of these socle- 
tles are not derived, as is the case among our 
American students, from a combination of 
Greek letters, but from the tribal races of the 
ancient Teutonic races, such as Franconia, 
Teutonia, _Saxonia, Allemania, Germania, 
Suabia and Vandalia. 

What surprises the American tourist most 
is the scarred condition of the average stu- 
dent’s face. Some have four or five, or even 
more siashes, principally onthe left side of 
the face. With others, the forehead and nose 
have suffered most, and occasionally one is 
seen with a broad, red scar from the roots of 
the hairto the chin. Some of these scars are 
healed, others are more recent, while in some 
cases the head is bandaged and covered with 


sticking plaster, thusindicating that the suf- 
ferer has quite recently engaged in a duel. 

The most ludicrous appearance is that of 
the student who has recently had his nose 
slashed and Is compelled to go about with his 
nose, notin a siing precisely, but covered 
with the thumb ot an old glove. It is so sug- 
gestive of a masquerade that it is difficult to 
keep a straight face while looking at the 
victim. 

A MATTER OF SOCIETY JEALOUSY. 

These student duels are almost every day 
occurrences at Heidelberg or Jena, and are 
the last lingering relic of the tournaments. It 
is not often they are the outcome of personal 
animosity. Between the various societies at 
a German university there is always a jeal- 
ousy. Infact, some ot them are hereditary 
foes. 

Not unfrequently does it happen that every 
member of the Franconia, for instance, from 
the president down to the youngest fresh- 
man, is pitted against a corresponding num- 
ber of the Saxonia, and a whole day, in which 
twenty or more duels are fought, is taken up in 
In summer these tourna- 
ments take pace in the woods. I have wit- 
nessed twenty-three duels on a bright sum- 
mer day in a lovely spot near Baden-Baden. 

Theoretically duelling is forbidden by law. 

Practically it is carried on under the very 
noses of the authorities, just as hazing and 
cane rushes prevall at American universities. 
In the Hirsch Gasee, across the Necgar from 
Heidelberg, duelling is going on almost every 
day inthe week. The students spend a great 
deal of money in these small university towns, 
and if the authorities throw too many ob- 
stacies In the way of duelling the students will 
simply pack up and go to some other uni- 
versity where the facilities for enjoyment are 
not so circumscribed. 
Street fights and brawls between the members 
of the rival societies never occur. A member 
ofthe Franconia never raises wens on the 
cranium ofa member of the Saxonia, nor uses 
strong language, no matter how supersat- 
urated he may be with beer. lf a Rursch of 
the Franconia wants to try conclusions with 
a Bursch of the Saxonia on the field of battle 
he brushes lightly against his proposed ad- 
versary, whereupon the latter remarks:— 
‘*Sie sind ein dummer June’’ („ron are a 
stupid fellow.’’) They exchange cards, and 
the challenged party’s second calls uext day 
and arranges for the fight. 

If either were to as much as raise his cane to 
the other the offender would be expelled from 
his own club—another lingering gleam of the 
sunshine of the chivairy of the Middle Ages. 
Fist fights, cane rushes and hazing are simply 
incomprehensible to the German student, 

A DUEL AT HEIDELBERG. 

With these preliminary remarksIwill de- 
scribe one of a dozen duels which I witnessed 
one day on the Hirsch Gasse at Heidelberg. 

Imagine a large, well-lighted ball, used on 
Sunday for daneing purposes. Sitting at the 
table are thirty or forty students, wearing 
their jaunty caps, smoking, drinking beer 
and discussing the coming tournament. Off 
to one side is a sedate looking old gentleman, 
threading some curved needies. n the tabie 
is a basin of water and a larze sponge. This 
old gentleman las the doctor.“ Were it not 
for him many of the duels would result 
fatally, for asevered temporal artery would 
result in a funeral were it not for the presence 
and skill of the doctor. 

The two principais, assisted by their 
friends, are making their toilets at opposite 
ends of the large room. This is no such sim- 
ple affair as the uninitiated reader may sup- 

ose. When the German student fights a duel 

e does not imitate the ancient Briton, and, 
as a preliminary proceeding, remove all his 
clothing. He merely removes his coat and 
vest, and his friends proceed to inciose him in 
athick, well-padded lesther garment that 
protects him from his chin to his knees. It is 
divided at the lower end and strapped around 
each leg separately, so that he can walka 
little, but not gracefully. 

THE ARMOR. 

The next step is to protect his neck. Ifthe 
neck were exposed an occasional severed 
jugular vein would soon cause the duel to 
cease to be regarded asa pastime. A thick, 
black silk bandage, about twelve feet long, is 
bound around his throat, party covering his 


chin. 

The duelist’s right arm is next attended to. 
In fighting most of the blows fall on the right 
urm. A gauntlet, which is not only padded 
but contains a small chain, isdrawn on. The 
arm is also swathed in silk Dandages, and no 
blow, no matter how powerful, can injure or 
lame the fighting arm of the due)ist. 

A pair of wire goggles, without glasses, pro- 
tects the eyes, and the fichter is now ready 
for the fray. His head is the only vulnerable 
portion of his body. 

The two combatants present a truly ludte- 
rous appearance. They are led out into the 
middie of the floor and the schiaegers are 
brought out. The schiaeger is a light, thin 
biaded sword, withalarge basket hilt. The 
last six inches ofthe blade is as sharp a6 & 
razor. Theend ofthe biade is not pointed 
butsquare, lixe the broken off blade of a 
pocket-kuife. There is no thrusting allowed, 
and all the cutting isdone with the last ten 
inches of the blade. a

It often occurs that the sabre 
and the pistol are substituted for the achiaeger, 
and deaths from the encounters are not of un- 
common occurrence.

Butter flies at Great Heights. 


A correspondent of the Scientific American, 
writing from California, gives inieresting ob- 
servations upon the occurrence of butterflies 
at elevations much above any noted in 


Europe. lt is something remarkable that 
these creatures of a summer day can fly so 
far and can bear such a degree of cold as they 
do in crossing our mountain ranges, 

Last summer, while on a peak of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains at an altitude of 18,000 
feet, I saw butterflies sailing leisurely about 
in the alr above me with no more ado than if 
it had been a lowland garden. That was 
above the line of perpetual snow. In climbin 
_— peak I had passed over snow ten f 

eep. 

At another time, in the summer ot 1887, 1 
saw butterfiles at an altitude of 11,000 feet, on 
a mountain of British Columbia, near the 
southeastern frontier of Alaska. ; 

There was a pass, although a high one, on 
the mountain, and the butterflies were going 
through it toward the east, and seemed to be 
imigrating. Although these were not so high 
as those seen on the Sierra Nevada, yet in a

This conversation was overheara the other 
day between two gentlemen who were playing 
Dilliards in a Tremont street hotel. 

Here, thought a writer iu the Boston Herald, 
is a subject of interest to all, and straightfor- 
Ward he visited the rooms of one of the old- 
est, if not the oldest, dealers in watch crys- 
tails in the city. He was found on Court street, 
Up one fight, na room which was a verita- 
ble curiosity shop. Bending over their 
benches were a quartette of white-baired pa- 
triarchs, busily engaged in repairing 
watches, which they seemed to handle with 
ail the dexterity characteristic of far younger 
members of the profession. The minute 
screws and the delicate wheels and springs 
were picked up with a steady hand and an ac- 
curacy remarkable in operators who had put 
80 long a journey behind them. On one side 
of the room wasaline of grandfather clocks 
whose voices bad not been heard for haifa 
century. The dust lay on them in ridges, and 
their old yellow faces looked solemn and sad. 
Some were without bands, while others were 
in cases warped and seamed by age. 

**Oan I see the proprietor of this establish- 
ment?’’ inguiredthe newspaper man.

“Ww bat style of crystal 
days?’’ 

»The principal one was the Lunette for 
both open-faced and hunting cases. The 
watches were known as bullseyes. The 
Lunette was invented by a Frenchman of 
that name, and he must have done an enor- 
mous business, as the whole watch-wearing 
world was a customer of his. These old- 
fashioned timepieces had detachable cases, 
und when your X err performed the 
Important duty of winding up bis old ticker 
justasthesun was sinking in the west, he 
would remove the outer covering, hang it on 
his thumb, adjust the key, and then solemniy 
and slowly tighten the epring for another 24 
hours’ service. The crystals of the buliseye 
had to be very high in the center, because the 
post to which the hands were ‘adjusted stoou 
up nearly a quarter of an ineh. 

‘*Before continuing with the evolution of 
the crystal, will you give me the process of 
manufacture?“ 

„ Witp pleasure. It should be understood, 
in the frst place, thatthe very finest quality 
of glass is necessary, and, in order to make 
the business profitable, the factory must be 
located contiguous toarich bed of sites or 
puiverized Unt. I am now speaking moro 
particularly of the present time. The glass is 
taken from the oven on the biow pipe, and a 
large globe, the size ola halt barrel, formed. 
When coo), this is taken by the operator, and, 
with a beatea piece of tbin iron, he traces a 
line around the globe and then quickly lifts it 
above hie head. The sudden change of 
temperature causes the giass to separate 
where the heated metal has been 
in contact. This is continued until the entire 
sphere has been made into hoops or bands. 
These are then cut into squares the size of the 
crystal it is designed to produce. The process 
ie to place these squares on a wheel covered 
with buckskin, which is made to revolve under 
u stati nary rod, in the end of whichisa 
diamond. This operation produces the disk, 
These are then 

PLACED ON BLOCKS OF SOAPS8TONE, 

with rounded tops, and put into a little oven 
ata white heat, where they remain about a 
minute. This softens the glass and it settles 
down upon the soapstone, conforming itself 
exactiy tothe mold. The crystals are now 
ready for the grinders, who bring them down 
to asharp edge so that they shall ft snugly 
into the bevel. 

*‘‘How are the various styles of crystals of 
the present time designated?’’ 

„First we have the Geneva, which is 
Slightiy crowned and quite thin. Then the 
patent Geneva, made in the same form, but 
witha small polished space in the center. 
The buliseye is high-crowned, and with a pol- 
ished center. Then there is the thick parallel. 
This is fat on top and very thick. They have 
been in vogue for about twelve years, and 
were brought out, I believe, in answer to 
demand made necessary by the great popu- 
larity of the open-face watch. The edges are 

round down so as to fit the chronometer 

ezel. They are very strong, and will stand 
a greatdealof hard usage before breaking. 
The miconcave has a very slight swell, and is 
used in ladies’ watches. The thick miconcave 
is for gentiemen’s open-faced timers. The 
thick cencave is made heavy and ground out 
on the under side and has a flat top. Then 
there is also the thin concave, which is almost 
flat. The Lunette is oval or crowned,running 
in height from 1to g. The Verge giass was 
used largely in the old buliseye. 

„Wat are the diameters of 

crystals? 

They run from 0 to 84, 0 being about the 
size of a 10 cent plece, and 34 measuring 2 5-16 
inches.

Stories of Gen. Grant.

Gen. Grant, as is well known, was very fond 
of horses, and from the time he was a cadet 
at West Point was frequently called upon to 
conquer unruly and vicious animals. He 
took a keen pleasure, too, in driving fast, 


spirited horses. But he never could be in- 
duced to go to a racé nor to bet ona horse. 

He bad certain little superstitions which he 
allowed to influence bis conduct. One of 
these was his belief that to turn back wben he 
had once set out to go to a certain place 
would insure defeat to his object.

ork but, on the previous evening, Smith 
married another girl and left for Thomasville, 
Ga. He was fooled on the big money order, 
however, for the loca! police learned of it just 
in time to stop the payment. Prior tothe es- 
capade, Miss Clark borrowed $600 from a 
woman, who had worked hard to save the 
money. Miss Clark told her that her friend, 
Dr. Smith of New York, would so invest it for 
her that she would get 10 per cent a month. 
The woman has since failed to get either prin- 
cipal or interest from Miss Clark.

BAD FOR THE FARMERS, 


CROPS IN MISSOURI GENERALLY REPORTED 
AS LOOKING VERY POOR. 


Corn Very Late aud Oats Almost a Failure 
—4 New Enemy to the Potato—The 
Weather in June and How It Affected 
Agriculture — The Temperature and 
Rainfall in St. Louis. 


— HE Missouri State 


Board ot Agriculture 
has just issued a re- 
port on the crop pros- 
pects to date, and the 
report seems to indi- 
cate that the crop will 
f ,be considerably below 
ö the average. With the 
generaliy prevailing 
clear and warm 
{ weather ot the last two 
\ weeks wheat ripened 
N raplaly, and the har- 
vesting was pushed. 
By July 1 nearly the 
— entire crop was in the 
shock, and inthe more southern portions of 
the State threshing is well under way. Re- 
ports of yields per acre in bushels are as yet 
too meager to be able to state definitely wnat 
the average yield will be. The closer éxamin- 
ation allowed by harvesting, however, reveals 
clearly that the crop was, as a rule, very thin 
on the ground and badly mixed with chess, but 
that it has generally beaded and filled well, 
aud that the grain is of an unusually fine 
quality. The prospect is favorable for secur- 
ing the crop in excellent condition, thus se- 
curing a high grade of wheat for marketing. 

Never in the history oftne State has there 
been so poor an oat crop harvested as the 
present one. The grain aphls (siphonophora 
avenz) or Texas oat louse, referred to In tne 
last crop report, has spread all over that por- 
tion of the State east and south of a line 
drawn from the northeast to the southwest 
corner, andin all that region has done an 
enormous amount of damage, completely 
rulning a large portion ot thecrop. The earliest 
sown oats were less damaged than those sown 
later. 

Mr. J. R. Adams of Iron County writes: ‘‘I 
sowed my oats March 25, turned them under 
withaplow. They area little thin on the 
ground, but the aphis has not hurt them much 
and they will average 80 per cent, while the 
crop of my township will not be over 10 per 


cent of a full crop.’’ 

In other sections of the State not ravaged by 

the aphis the oats are shorter than usual. 
CORN. 

Owing tothe long continued and excessive 
spring rains in Sautbeast Missouri much of the 
core in that section was not planted unt 
Though late in getting started it grew 
rapidly at first, but the absence of rain lately 
is retarding the growth. Generally over the 
State the corn is small for the season, but has 
a good color, has been growing fast and the 
fields are tree of weeds and are well culti- 
vated. Insects of various kinds have been 
working on tbe crop in different loca'ities, but 
so far the damage has not been excessive, 
although toe grain aphis threatened some 
harm. 

Clover will yield afaircrop generally, but 
timothy is short and light, owing in a meas- 
ure, it is thought by somegto the lack of 
freezing weather last winter to act beneficially 
on the soil. The favorable weather for hay- 
ing now prevailing will sure a good quality 
of nay. 

Pastures are being shortened by the gener- 
ally prevailing dry weather. 

The efect of the late spring frosts is seen in 
the condition of apples and peaches. Com- 
plaints are frequent that the apples ere drop- 
ping badly. Grapes are rotting considerably 
in some localities. 

INSECTS. 

Insects have been very annoy ing this sea- 
son and have done very serious damage. Tbe 
stalk-borer bas frequentiy injured potato 
plants, but its appearance in such numbers as 


| to severely injure the crops is rather unusual. 
This insect is one of the most difficult to man- 


our farm and garden pests. It re- 
quires about two months forthe larva to at- 
tain its growth, and in the meantime it 
bores R vast number of stalks, 
changing from one to another and 
often crawling considerable distances 
on the ground. The affected stalk is easily 
noted bythe withered tips, and the most re- 
liable means of fighting the pestis to pull 
these out us soon as observed and destroy 
tbem by burning, This would be a somewhat 
laborious task in a large fleld, butif taken in 
time willsave thecrop. Small culldren can 
be taught to look for the diseased stalks and 
are equal to the work of pulling them out and 
destroying them. 
THE CLIMATE IN JUNE. 

For the week ending June6, much needed 
rain fell in the northeastern section; else- 
where the rainfall was belowthe normal. In 
the eastern half ofthe State the ground was 
generally too dry, while in the western halt it 
was in good condition. Temperature and 
sunshine were above the normal, causing the 
corn to take a good start. 

For the week ending June 13, the rainfall 
was slightly below the normal in the southern 
and slightly above inthe northern and middle 
sections. Temperature and sunshine were 
normal over the State. 

For the week ending June 20 the rain was 
below the normal in Southeast Missouri and 
in some of the central counties; else where it 
was above the normal. Temperature was 
above the normal over the entire State. Sun- 
shine was above in Southeast Missouri and 
normal elsewhere. 

For the week ending June 27 the rainfall was 
below the normal over the entire state. Light

| local rains fell during the week in portions of 


the western and northwestern sections, but 

all sections are needing rain. A local drouth 

has prevalled in parts of Andrew, De Kalb, 

Gentry and Nodaway Counties since April I.

WEATHER IN ST. LOUIS. 

Sergt. Hammon’s monthly report shows 
that the mean temperature in St. Louls dur- 
ing June was 79.4 deg. This is higher than in 
any year since i871, whenthe mean was 79.7 
deg. Last year it was only 69.6, and in other 
years the June mean temperature was as fol- 
ows: 1872, 75.5 deg. ; 1873, 75.4 deg.; 1874, 78.9 
deg. ; 1875, 73.1 deg. ; 1876, 73.0 deg.; 1877, 74.5 
deg. ; 1878, 73.0 deg. ; 1879, 73.3 deg. ; 1880, 73.4 
dex. ; 1881, 75.0 deg. ; 1882, 73.4 deg.; 1883, 71.9; 
1884, 72.8 deg. ; 1886, 73.5 deg. ; 1886, 74.2 Geg.; 
1887, 77.8 deg., and 1888, 73.2 deg. 

The highest temperature was 97.5 on the 
27th and the lowest 56.8 on the 7th. The 
greatest daily range of temperature was 25 
and the lowest 10. The total rainfall for the 
month was 3.18, which is nearly two inches 
below the average, although since January 1 
we have had nearly nine inches more rain 
than the normal. The driest June during the 
last thirty veurs was in 1874 when only two 
inches of rain fell, and the wettest was In 1875 
when the total was 10.84 inches.

HAWLEY ON POTTER, 


The Senator Denounces the Pessimistic 
Utterances of the Bishop. 


PuTNaM, Conn., July 4.—In the course of his 
speech atthe Fourth of July celebration at 
Woodstock vesterday, Senator Hawley said: 
I have read with amazement the remarks of 
Bishop Potter delivered at the commencement 
exercises at Harvard last week, concerning 
the political condition and the political ethics 
ofthe country. While we all welcome criti- 
cisms applied ina firm but loving spirit to 


the evils that inevitably develop at times, I 
deeply deplore to hear men ot eminent posi- 
tion and scholarly attainments speaking 
hopelessly of this great and wonderful nation 
—this good nation, as I believe it to be, pick- 
ing up Incidental occurrences and slight ten- 
dencies among small fragments of the 


people. 

The General took up the statements by 
Bishop Potter seriatim, cluiming that Senate 
bill No. 389 for the relief of soldiers and sailors 
incapacitated for performance of labor amply 
guarded against the evils predicted by the 
Bishop, should the act become a law. 

Coatinuing he said: It Is not true, as 
Bishop Potter asserts, that under any of the 
proposed legislation can every skuiking camp 
follower ana deserter have the effrontery to 
demand a pension. That is not true, and itis 
slanderous and mischievous to make such a 
atatement. (Applause.) Isuppose the good 
Bishop wastiinking of the bill to give arrears 
of pensions to soldiers which the Senate very 
properly defeated, or he might have had 
in mind the Dill to pension every man who 
wasaprisoner of war, or of the bill to de- 
clurea pension payable to every man who 
served forthirty toninety days.

IN THE SWEAT-BOX, 


HOW A BOY WAS TORTURED TO DEATH IN 
° <A BEFORM SCHOOL 


The Brutal Treatment of 15-Year-Old Char- 
ley McCarthy, as Told by His bather—In- 
human Conduct of the Superintendert 
and Keepers—Kidoaped After Released— 
The Bey Dying at the Hospital. 


Rv Telerranh to the POST-DISPATOR. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 5.—Charile Me- 
Carthy, a lad 15-years old, is lying at the 
point of death in the Rhode Island Hospital 
at this place. Medical Examiner John 
O’ Keefe, who has attended him, believes that 
his condition is due to brutal treatment, re- 
celved at the State Reform School in 
Sockanosset. Charley’s father is a baker and 
bas four other children, all younger than the 
dying lad. They stood about their parents 
yeaterday with tears in their eyes while the 
story ot abuse to their brother was being re- 
lated to a reporter. i 

Charley and another boy of his age were 
arrested for stealing a pot of baked beans 
from a grocer’s wagon a year ago last Janu: 
ary. The beans were worth 15 cents. The 
boys were arrested some hours after the theft 
was committed. Charley always claimed that 
he took no partinthe robbery. Both boys, 
however, were committed to the Reform 
School, there to remain till they should be- 
come ofage. There are about 200 boysin the 
school, which Is situated on a farm six miles 
from this city. According to Charley’s story 
he received rough treatment at the hands of 
the keepers, almost from the first. He says 
that one Sunday after he had been 
in the institution for a little over six weeks, a 
keeper named Eastman kicked him in the 
shins and slapped bis face. He iebelled at 
this treatment, which was against the rules of 
the institution, and that night he and another 
boy jumped from the window of their dormi- 
tory and ran away. 

THE FATHER’S STORY. 

„The day after Charley escape d, said his 
father, in relating the story, ‘‘Keeper East- 
man came to our house and asked if the boy 
had come home. We told him he had not, 
which wasthe truth. Charley came the next 
night, however, and crept up-stairs to his 
mother. He cried a little and all the little 
ones got around and were glad to see 


him. lwas away at my work. ‘The keeper 
had told us we must send him back if he came 
home, butof course my wife could not do 
that. She gave the doy alittie money and he 
went to Woonsocket. He worked there three 
months but be got homesick and wrote to his 
mother, telling her hon much be wanted to 
come back. Sne wentto Lawyer George J. 
West and he agreed tosecure the boy’s dis- 
charge for $40. We paid him $36 down and he 
said he’d let us kuow when the boy could 
safely return. The word came in a few days 
and we wrote Charley to come home. 
All went well until September when the 
State Fair was heid at Narragansett. Charley 
went there and was recognized by the Super- 
intendent ofthe Reform School. Heand his 
men arrested bim and took him back with 
them. That was last September, more than 
six months after his escape from the Reform 
School. They put him In the ‘sweat box’ when 
they got him pack. He wasa strong, healthy 
boy then and had never been sick a day. He 
weighed 137 pounds. 

‘*The ‘sweat box’ is a name the boys have 
for a dark cell. There no light can get in ex- 
cept through a half-inch crack under the door 
and the only furniture in the place was a slop- 
bucket. Tue lad was kept solely in this dark 
hole for thirty-two days on bread and water, 
which he got twice a day. When the 
mother called to see him she was refused, but 
she finally got permission through ex-Mayor 
Howard. You would not have known the bey 
to look at him. He was more like a wild 
beast kept there in the darkness. The 
wanted him to apologize before they woul 
let him out, but he told them the lawyer bad 
got him discharged and he bad no right to 
apologize. His mother nearly went crazy to 
see ber boy treated so. We laid our case be- 
fore Representative Gannon of the State Leg- 
islature and he went to see the superin- 
tendent. The superintendent said the boy 
was a hard case and would not humble him- 
self. The mother saw the boy was failing 
pretty fast after his long confinement. She 
was told that lawyers could not get her boy 
out and that the Governor himself could not 
pardon him. The Board of State Charities 
and Corrections nave ail the say and as a last 
resort she went to them and told how the boy 
was being tortured to death. 

CHAIRMAN CAUSWELL’S OPINION. 

** The boy is well cared for,’ said Mr. Caus- 
well, the Chairman ofthe board. He's used 
better than he could be in bis own home,’ 
That's all the satisfaction we gotthere,’’ con- 
tinued the father ofthe boy. ‘‘Atthe last the 
boy got 80 Doorly that they took him out of, 
the ‘sweat box’ of their own accord. They 
sethim to work shoveling coal. He wasso 
weak he fell on the ground exhausted. 
They put him to bed that night wishout any 
suvper. He was there for a day or two longer 
and then they transferred bim to the House of 
Correction, where he was put to work with 
drunkards. He wasthere three months. He 

ot medicine, but be could not eat and he 

ept getting worse. They said be would not 
eat because he war obstinate. A second time 
he was put in the ‘sweat box’ because be had 
words with a colured boy over agame of 
checkers. He was locked up in darkness for 
eleven days on bread and water, this time. 
lie trembled all over for along time after he 
came out. Two days he felt so bad he could 
not work afternoons, and both times he was 
— to bed without supper. When he got so 

ad they concluded he could not live and set 
5 lree. We called in Dr. O Keefe, the med- 
dal ezaminer, and he got the boy inte the 
hospital. He’s been there nearly a month, 
but he won't be long. he doctors say he will 
die in a short time.’ 


Dr. O’ Keefe, the medical exa miner, is full of 
sympathy for the unfortunate lad and his 
family. He attributes his condition to the 
boy’s being kept for thirty-two days ina cell 
hon ae light and with scarcely any ventila- 

on.
